PREVIOUS WEEK (PARA 6 REFTEL), WERE MOSTLY AMERICAN 
ACADEMICS OF GREEK ANCESTRY. IN OPENING SPEECH, 

PROF. VAN COUFOUDAKIS OF INDIANA U. DELIVERED RELATIVELY 
BALANCED ANALYSIS OF ROLE OF LOBBIES IN U.S. POLITICS 
AND CONCLUDED BY CAUTIONING GREEK AND GREEK CYPRIOT LEADERS 
AGAINST DESPAIR OR RASH ACTION IN CASE OF LIFTING OF ARMS 
EMBARGO ON TURKEY, WHICH WAS BOUND TO COME SOONER OR 
LATER. GOC MINISTER TO PRESIDENT GEORGE IOANNIDES, IN 
WELCOMING SPEECH, SET OUT GOC POSITIONS ON CYPRUS PROBLEM

OUR IMPRESSION IS THAT MOST OF PARTICIPANTS, WHILE THEY
